Those not wishing seventeen loaves 
at once can get the odd loaf by taking part bread, 
and the balance in tickets for the dollar. The 
consumer should get at least two loaves for fif- 
teen cents. The aerated bread is as good two 
days old as when fresh from the oven. No family 
can afford to bake their own bread if the dealers 
will sell at a fair profit. If my drivers can't af- 
ford to treat all dealers alike I must pay them 
more or get those who can. No driver ts ex- 
pected or allowed to spend money at a grocery for 
what they do not want and should not have to 
secune their trade. I prefer to give bread enough 
to make it to their interest to trade with me 
without buying them in that way. Any driver 
deviating from my orders lays himself Hable to 
be discharged.

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FORT LAFAYETTE. 


A Few Savory Reminiscences of Stan- 
ton’s Temple of Liberty. 

There are hundreds of thousands of patriotic 
Awerican citizens who can feel no regret for 
the burning of Fort Lafayette, opposite the 
New York narrows. I am glad that it has 
been resolved into the elements. It was an 
odious pile. Though called by a great and 
glorivuus name it was used throughout the war 
for execrable purposes. Its noble name be- 
came a detestation. It was a Bastile. Hun- 
dreds of the best men of the nation were 
locked within gloomy and desolate walls 
and kept there for months, and even years, 
without trial and without being allowed to 
know why they were denied the right of 
liberty. No charges existed against them so 
far as they or their friends could learn. If they 
or their friends in théir behalf appealed 
to the Government to learn the cause 
of their immurement, there was no ‘inswer. 
The Government was silent and mysteriou:. 
The fort was United States property, but I 
have as little sorrow for its destruction as any 
good citizen ever had for the demolition of the 
Bastile of France. I haye secn the key of the 
latter horrid prison-house at Mount Vernon, a 
present to George Washington. I should be 
glad to se> the key of the former at the hou:e 
of the greatest of the living sons of Liberty. 
Fire has done a great many good things in the 
world—seldom so good a thing as the sweeping 
of Fort Lafayette from the face of the conti- 
nent that it disgraced. Bless the red element! 

I have some peculiar reminiscences connected 
with Fort Lafayette. In 1861 three distin- 
guished gentlemen, Hon. Wm. M. Gwinn, who 
had served many years with distinction in the 
Senate of the United States, Hon. Calhoun 
Benham, wha had been U. 8. District Attor- 
ney in California, and Mr. Brent, who had been 
a prominent lawyer in Baltimore, and was 
then a very prominent lawyer of California, 
embarked on a steamer for some point in the 
East. Gen. Sumner was on board the same 
steamer. When she was near the Isthmus the 
General made them his prisoners. He simpiy 
deigned to tell them that he arrested them on 
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suspicion that they were intending to fight 
against the United States, a suspicion perfectly 
preposterous in the case of Dr. Gwinn, who 
was an infirm old man of about seven‘y years. 
When they demanded the ground of his sus- 
picion, he only answered that he entertained 
it, and was not responsible for his suspicions. 
The three victims were conveyed to the Fed- 
eral Government, and Mr. Seward, Secretary 
of State, ordered them, without an interview, 
to Fort Lafayette. 

és one of the three prisoners was my near 
and very dear relative, I hastened very soon to 
Washington to procure their release. I had 
written and telegraphed earnestly to the Presi- 
dent for the release of Gov. Morehead, Mr. 


Durrett, and others, but, when a member of | 


my own family was a victim of oppression and 
tyranny, I felt that Ishould give my personal 
presence to the effort for deliverance. I ar- 
rived at the capital long after dark and called 
immediately upon Mr. Lincoln. He Yeceived 
me with the greatest cordiality and geniality, 
though he gently intimated that he rather 
thoeght that I had been a little unjust to him. 
f asked him for the diseharge of the three 
Fort Lafayette prisoners, Gwinn, Benbam, 
and Brent. He inquired what were the charges 
against them. Of course I told him that 
I didn’t know and suggested whether 
it wasn’t more his business than ours 
to know. He answered, ‘well, I don’t 
know about these things, but I am disposed to 
do what I can for youand will give you a let- 
ter to Seward.’’ I took the Ictter and called at 
Mr. Seward’s offiec the next morning. The 
distinguished Secretary received me with his 
accustomed amenity, but, in regard to the 
matter in hand, talked quite diplomgtically. 
It was about my first experience of a regular 
diplomatist’s conversation. I didn’t much 
admire or understandit. Mr. 8. invited me to 
take tea with him that evening. I did Af- 
tea tea I renewed my application for the re- 
leasé of my friends and argued the matter as 
well as I could. He had only | this reply to 
make: ‘I am considering the matter, and I 
shall be very glad to see you at tea or break- 
fast or dinner every day, and we wiil talk the 
subject over.’’ 

One evening, when I had been about four 
days in Washington, I ventured to urge my re- 
quest, very. strongly upon the Secretary, and 
he seid, “‘eall at.my office to-morrow morning 
at half pastten, and 1 will give you an order 
far the release of your friends.’’ Of conrse I 
was punctual to the minute. ‘Fred,’’ said he, 
addressing his son and assistant secretary, 

“pive Mr. Prentice the document { directed 
you to make out.’’ The assistant ‘secretary 
pieced it in my hands: I read it, It was not 
th order for the discharge of “the victims. It 
was only an’ order that I should have the priv- 
ilege of secing them ‘in their ‘ prison 
when I pleased. ‘“‘Why, Mr, Seward, this is not 
what you promised me yeosterday.’’ ‘ Noit is 
not, but I especially desire that you go to New 
York and talk with your friends ang ascertain 
their feelings and intentions and report to 
me.”’ I told him in terms, a little brief pos- 
sibly, that he certainly could not expect me 
to visit my friends in prison and enter into 
conversation with them as a Government spy. 
“Well,” he said, “do me the favor to go and 
see them, and write to me as you like.”’ I 
said “yes,” I went,and wrote to him every 
day as strongly as I could in 
favor of the release of the pris- 
oners. My first three letters were unanswered. 
In reply to the fourth I recetved a dispatch 
saying that my friends were “paroled to 
Washington for explanation.” -Of course I 
considered that dispatch as implying 
a discharge. I went immediately with 
Dr. G@winn’s wife and daughters 
to Fort Lafayette, exhibited the order to the 
priconers, and advised them to proceed to 
Washington immediately. ‘Go with us,” said 
they. I told them that it would be exceeding- 
ly inconvenient for me to go with them. They 
were apprehensive of deceit and treachery. 
“Go with us,’’ said they, ‘‘or we will not go.”’ 
I went with them. On arriving -at Washing- 
ton I called upon Secretary Seward in their 
behalf. He required that they should either 
take a certain ebnoxieus oath or be remanded 
to prison. I asked them what they would do, 
and they agrecd that, as there were no charges 
egainst them, and as they had committed no 
crime, they would sooner go back to their bas. 
tile than take any oath. AJl my appeals to 
the Secretary were of no avail. 

Then my appeal was to President Lincoln, 
certainly a kind-hearted though in many 
things a sadly misguided functionary. At my 
second interview with him, he said, ‘‘I will 
set your friends free. They may go as much 
at large as any other citizens of the United 
States.” I asked him if he woul@#graut them 
permission to go to Europe. Heireplied that 
none of our people had the right to go to Eu- 
rope without passports, not even himself, and 
that therefore he could not give passports, 
but that my friends should be just as free as 
he or any other man under the Government to 
go and come at pleasure. I requested him to 
put this declaration in writing. He said ‘‘no, 
it is avery delicate. subjcet, and Seward will 
be very mad about it. I will not touch pen to 
paper in regard to it. Tell your friends what 
I have told you, and tell them further that I 
shall be glad to see them.’’ All of them, I be- 
lieve, called upon him and expressed their 
thanks, though whether thanks were due, 
under all the circumstances, is, I think, quite 
a question. . 

In 1865 Dr. Gwinn, who had not taken and 
could not have taken any part in the war, 
weat from this country to Mexico for his own 
private purposes, whatever they were, and I 
have reason to know that they were right and 
proper. He went and took others with him 
to make money, buat, on account of the 
miserable condition of Mexican affairs, they 
failed. Dr. Gwinn came back to the United 
States in the full consciousness of right and 
the expectation of safety. He had done no 
wrong to others, and he anticipated no 
wrong to himself. But upon his arrival within 
the Federal lines, then kept up for no useful 
or proper purpose, he was snapped up upon 
not even a pretext, and thrust into Fort 
Jackson, beiow New Orleans. Several of his 
friends were thrown into Fort Jackson with 
him. There they were kept for many mouths. 
They were kept incareerated, but perhaps not 
very badly used. 1 went to Washington to get 
them discharged and succeeded, although in 
epposition to all the diplomatic efforts of 
Secretary Seward in the opposite direction. 
And in an interview on that occasion, Mr. 
Seward had the very intense coolness, fifty
